The great majority of pedes-
| trian deaths, it was noted, oc-
{cur when cars are going 10
*to 20 miles per hour, and in
cases of children the speed
averaged only 2 to 10 miles
per hour.

THIS information is con-
firmed by an earlier study
!made at Cornell University,
(which disclosed that 74 per
| cent of cars in accidents were
traveling under 60 miles per
hour, and further, that the ac-
cident rate at 40 was almost
the same as at 20 miles per
hour. What this proves is that
low speeds are dangerous, too,
and that the major causes of
automobile accidents lie in cat-

|egories other than speed.
‘ The Cornell study also indi-
cated that death occurs in less
|than a second if a car swerves
!out of control and hits a tree
or similar object when going
at 55 miles an hour.
